. as Founded the allegation that Deputy Richard Canfield HEB viciated the 
Department's Manual of Policy and Procedure Section 3-01/050.10: Performance to 
Standards as it relates to a cross-fire situation, and 

. as Unfounded the allegation that Deputy Richard Canfield AEE violated the 
Department's Manual of Policy and Procedure Section 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms and 
Deadly Force, and/or 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force. 


The Committee recommended that Deputy Richard Canfield receive a Written Reprimand, and 
that Deputy Richard Canfield attend Laser Village training. 


The Committee deemed: 

. as Unfounded the allegation that Deputy Eric Callahan Eo violated the 
Department’s Manual of Policy and Procedure Section 3-01/050.10: Performance to 
Standards, and 

. as Unfounded the allegation that Deputy Eric Callahan HEE viciatea the 
Department's Manual of Policy and Procedure Section 3-01/025.30: Use of Firearms and 
Deadly Force, and/or 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force. 


The Committee recommended that Deputy Eric Callahan attend Laser Village training.

On Wednesday, August 24, 2004, Sergeants Michael Berg and Wes Sutton of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau responded to the Pico Rivera Station area regarding a deputy-involved shooting. Internal 
Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Ben Seno also responded. 


At approximately 2318 hours, Pico Rivera Station deputies received a call of a hit-and-run traffic 
accident at Rosemead Boulevard and Danbridge Street. The suspect driver had fled the location in 
a white van. Deputy Eric Callahan (unit 151K) and Deputy Richard Canfield (unit 15172) checked 
the area for the van and suspect. Pico Rivera units had broadcasted that the suspect was a male 
Hispanic with a shaved head. Within minutes, another patrol unit located the van at the intersection 
of Danbridge Street and Mercury Lane; however, the suspect was not with the van. Callahan and 
Canfield continued to search for the suspect. 


Simultaneous to the above incident, warehouse workers at Boise Cascade Office Products, located 
at 8590 Mercury Lane, observed a male Hispanic (Suspect David Perez) enter the warehouse. Perez 
was armed with a 3 foot long board, and he acted in an agitated manner. Perez swung the board at 
the warehouse employees, who called the Pico Sheriff's Station. Perez eventually exited an open 
warehouse bay door, and walked onto the loading ramp/driveway. 


Deputies Callahan and Canfield were parked near the entrance to the Boise Cascade parking lot as 
they searched for the suspect. Deputy Callahan observed a man matching the suspect’s description 
exit a warehouse at 8590 Mercury Lane (Boise Cascade). Callahan drove to the loading ramp of the 
warehouse to contact the suspect, and Canfield followed. 


Deputy Callahan drove his vehicle onto the loading ramp, and faced the open warehouse door. 
Canfield parked his car perpendicular behind Callahan’s patrol car. Callahan exited his vehicle and 
moved to the passenger’s side of his vehicle to contact the suspect, who stood several feet in front 
of Callahan’s vehicle on the loading ramp. The suspect yelled at Callahan and swung the board in 
an aggressive manner. Canfield came up behind Callahan and both deputies, fearing for their safety, 
drew their firearms and pointed them at the suspect. 


The suspect came toward the deputies and swung the board. The suspect slammed his board on the 
hood of Callahan’s patrol car. As the suspect stood at the driver’s side of Callahan’s hood area, 
Callahan and Canfield stood across the hood on the passenger’s side. Callahan deployed O.C. spray 
at the suspect which had no effect. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY -1- SH 2126769 


Both deputies shouted verbal commands at Perez to drop the board. Perez walked along the driver’s 
side of Callahan’s vehicle toward the rear of the vehicle, and toward the front of Canfield’s vehicle. 
At one point, the suspect charged toward the deputies with the board raised in a striking motion. This 
caused both deputies to feel threatened, but the suspect stopped several feet away from the deputies. 
The suspect then turned away and continued toward the front of Canfield’s vehicle. 


The deputies continued to order the suspect to drop the board. The suspect walked around the front 
of Canfield’s vehicle as the deputies followed with their guns still drawn. Perez walked to the open 
driver’s door of Canfield’s vehicle, and Canfield told Perez not to get in the car. Perez ignored the 
deputy’s order, got into the driver’s side of the vehicle with his board, and sat in the driver’s seat. 
Canfield stood several feet to the side of the front of his own vehicle. Callahan stood on the 
passenger side of Canfield’s car, several feet away from the vehicle. 


Perez grabbed the gear shift lever on the steering column. Both deputies said the patrol car lurched 
forward. Canfield felt he had no avenue of escape, and thought he would be run over by the suspect. 
Canfield fired approximately 5 rounds at the suspect. The suspect placed the vehicle into reverse, 
and rapidly accelerated backward. The suspect drove the patrol car backward approximately 40-50 
feet, and crashed the rear end into a parked, unoccupied Boise delivery truck. The rear driver’s side 
of the patrol car slammed into the driver’s side tire and fender of the parked truck. 


Initially, as the patrol car drove off, Callahan told Canfield to let it go. Following the crash, both 
deputies approached Canfield’s patrol car. Callahan approached from the passenger side of the car 
while Canfield approached the front end of the patrol car. 


As they came closer to Canfield’s car, they saw the suspect again try to grab the gear shift lever, and 
place the car into gear. Canfield, who initially believed the threat had ceased when his car crashed, 
again thought the suspect would try to run him over. Both deputies heard the car’s engine revving, 
and believed the suspect was trying to place the car into gear and run over Canfield. 


Callahan fired one round at the suspect from his position on the passenger’s side of Canfield’s car. 
Canfield stood toward the front of the car, slightly offset to the driver’s side, and about 15 feet away. 
Canfield fired several rounds at the suspect. The suspect was hit multiple times, and discontinued 
his efforts to put the car into gear. The deputies broadcasted they had been involved in a shooting, 
and requested medical aid for the suspect. 


Perez suffered six gunshot wounds. Paramedics arrived and pronounced the suspect dead at the 
scene. No deputies or civilians were injured. Several of the warehouse employees witnessed the 
incident. Deputy Stallone from the Force Training Unit and Lt. Scott Johnson of the Civil Litigation 
Unit also responded to the incident.

There were 6 gunshot wounds to the suspect. Refer to the L.A. County Coroner’s report #2004- 
06407 for further information (included in Exhibit A, pages 83-125). Dr. Golden from the 
Coroner’s Office listed the cause of death as “multiple gunshot wounds.” 


Suspect Perez was initially placed into an AMR ambulance at the scene by paramedics and EMT 
personnel; however, Perez was pronounced dead at the scene by paramedics. Perez was transported 
to the Coroner’s Office by Coroner personnel. Refer to photos in Exhibit G. 


No deputies were injured. 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 


Refer to the Homicide Book, Exhibit A, p. 41-50 for Physical Evidence gathered at the crime 
scene(s) and processed by the Crime Lab. The Crime Lab report is located in pages 126-135 of the 
same exhibit. Refer to the Homicide, Crime Lab, and Coroner reports contained in the Homicide 
Book, Exhibit A. Refer to photographs of the crime scene and evidence (Exhibits D, E & F), and 
the crime scene sketch (Exhibit A, page 132, and Exhibit B). 


The location of the expended shell casings, bullet strikes to Deputy Canfield’s car, and video/CD of 
the incident do not correspond to the deputies’ statements. Refer to the Investigator Observations 
and Property Damage sections for additional comments regarding bullet strikes. 


INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS: 
The physical evidence at the shooting scene both corroborates and conflicts with the deputies’ 
statements. The location of the wood fragments of the suspect’s weapon (board), the board strikes 


on the hood of Callahan’s car, the bullet strikes to the suspect (and some to the vehicle), the positions 
of some of the shell casings, and positions of the deputies’ vehicles support the deputies’ statements. 


INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY -5- SH 2126769 


Physical evidence which conflicts with the deputies’ versions of the events includes: the positions 
of some of the deputies’ shell casings, the direction of two of the bullet strikes on Canfield’s patrol 
car, and a security video/CD of the incident. The security CD does not depict the entire scene, and 
only captures a portion of the incident. 


Additionally, none of the witnesses state they saw two separate shooting scenes, approximately 30 
seconds (and 30 feet) apart as the deputies described; however, none of the witnesses described the 
events as they were depicted on the security CD. Refer to the Witnesses’ Statements section for 
complete statements. 


Expended Shell Casing Locations: 


IAB Note: The location of expended shell casings is not always a reliable indicator of 
a shooter’s position. 


Deputy Callahan indicated he fired from the west (passenger) side of Deputy Canfield’s vehicle, and 
he fired only one round. Deputy Callahan stated he fired from a position approximately 40-50 feet 
to the northeast of where the shell casing was found (Evidence #6). Callahan stated he fired his one 
round after the suspect had crashed Canfield’s patrol car. At the scene, one expended shell casing 
was found to the south of the passenger side rear tire of Deputy Callahan’s car (facing west on the 
loading ramp). This is the only shell casing on the west side of the parking lot. Refer to the crime 
scene sketch, photos of the scene, and Callahan’s statements. 


Deputy Canfield indicated he fired approximately 5 times from the east (driver’s) side of his vehicle 
as it was positioned behind Callahan’s vehicle, and as it lunged forward. Canfield said he then 
approached his crashed vehicle after it sped backward, stood in front of it slightly offset to the 
driver’s side, and fired 5 additional rounds. Ten expended shell casings were found to the east of 
the original position of Deputy Canfield’s patrol car (behind Deputy Callahan’s patrol car). These 
casings (Evidence # 7-16) were in front of three parked trucks on the east side of the parking lot, in 
a group approximately 10 feet apart (stretching north to south). They were located between 20-30 
feet south of the final position of Deputy Canfield’s vehicle. No shell casings were located near 
where Canfield described his second firing position. Refer to the crime scene sketch, photos of the 
scene, and Canfield’s statements. 


IAB Note: Both deputies stated that there were two separate shooting incidents (once 
when Canfield’s patrol car lunged forward, and once after Canfield’s car crashed and 
the deputies approached). However, the physical evidence, especially the locations of 
the expended shell casings, does not reflect two shooting scenes. 
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Bullet Strike Damage: 


During the shooting incident(s), Deputy Canfield stated he was standing to the front and driver’s side 
of his patrol car (where the suspect was seated at the time of the threat) both times he fired. The 
bullet strikes located in the suspect, in the driver’s side of the windshield frame, and driver’s side 
of the hood are consistent with rounds fired from the front/driver’s side of Canfield’s patrol car. One 
round in the center, front of the grill of Canfield’s car appears to have been fired from a position 
directly to the front of the car. Another round on the front, center portion of | Canfield’s hood appears 
to have been fired from a position slightly off-center and to the passenger’s side front of the car. 


The suspect sustained one wound to the rear side of his right arm, above the elbow. This wound was 
a through-and-through wound. In the autopsy report, the coroner speculated this same round 
probably also struck the suspect in the center of the chest, creating an irregular wound. The wound 
to the suspect’s right arm (and center chest) more than likely was fired through the passenger’s side 
open window (west side) by Deputy Callahan. Callahan indicated he was on the passenger’s side 
of Canfield’s car when he fired his only round. 


Refer to Exhibit E (photos of bullet strike damage) and the coroner’s report in Exhibit A for further 
information. 


Security CD/DVR from Boise Office Products: 


The CD is a view of this incident from a security camera positioned on the warehouse building at 
the southwest comer of the loading ramp. The view is looking to the north-northeast. The entire 
loading ramp is in view. Both marked patrol cars are seen in the pictures as they arrive at the 
location. Both patrol cars are to the extreme right side of the screen. Nothing can be seen beyond 
(to the right/east) of Canfield’s patrol car. 


IAB Note: The depiction of the incident from this CD is of poor quality. The frames 
are very grainy and blurred. The suspect can be easily identified in the frames. Both 
deputies can be seen but cannot be individually identified. The below description of the 
CD is based upon where the deputies describe their positions during their interviews. 


The CD shows the suspect on the loading ramp carrying a long object, possibly a board. Several of 
the warehouse employees exit the warehouse to the left of the screen. Deputy Callahan’s patrol car 
is seen arriving, followed seconds later by Deputy Canfield’s patrol car. Both deputies can be seen 
on the passenger side of Callahan’s car, between the car and the loading ramp wall. The suspect 
approaches the hood of Callahan’s car and appears to strike the hood with the object he is holding. 


The suspect walks around the front of Callahan’s car, then walks along the driver’s side of 


Callahan’s car toward the hood of Canfield’s parked car. The two deputies follow the suspect 
around to the driver’s side of Callahan’s car. One deputy appears to be holding either his weapon

or O.C. spray as he points the object at the suspect. The other deputy is slightly behind the lead 
deputy. The suspect turns toward the deputy. The suspect and deputy appear to close the gap 
between each other and seem to get very close. There is very little depth perception to what is 
depicted. 


The suspect turns away and walks around the front of Deputy Canfield’s car and out of view. Both 
deputies follow the suspect out of view. Seconds later, a deputy (probably Callahan) is seen walking 
back into the picture, and moving forward down the passenger side of Canfield’s car. The deputy 
walks several feet toward the rear of Canfield’s trunk. The same deputy then walks to the passenger 
side front door of Canfield’s car. Due to the poor quality of the CD, the exact actions of the deputy 
while at the passenger door cannot be clearly seen. The deputy (probably Callahan) stands at, in 
front of, or opens the front passenger door. 


While the only visible deputy is at the passenger front door, the patrol car lurches forward. The 
suspect cannot be seen getting into Canfield’s car, nor is their any view into the interior of the patrol 
car. The deputy appears to move away from the car, and is between the passenger side of Canfield’s 
car and the trunk of Callahan’s car. Canfield’s car stops, then quickly moves in reverse. The 
deputy’s actions cannot clearly be seen at this time. Canfield’s car accelerates backward down the 
center of the parking lot. Again, depth perception is limited. The same deputy standing to the rear 
of Callahan’s car (probably Callahan) appears to run after Canfield’s car as it backs up. Canfield’s 
car can be seen as it crashes trunk-first into a parked truck. 


The deputy that runs after Canfield’s car is seen running to the front hood/bumper area of Canfield’s 
crashed patrol car. 


Seconds later, the second deputy comes back into view. He comes into the picture from what would 
have been the driver’s side/front area of Canfield’s vehicle where it was originally parked. The 
second deputy is probably Canfield. The deputy runs to a position of cover behind a parked truck 
on the east side of the parking lot, and three trucks in front of Canfield’s crashed patrol car. That 
deputy then moves up one truck. 


The CD stops at this point with one deputy standing in front of the hood area of Canfield’s car, and 
the other deputy along the row of parked trucks to the front of Canfield’s car. No shooting or any 
muzzle flashes are observed on the CD. It cannot be seen if the deputies fire as they move toward 
the crashed patrol car, or if any shooting takes place afterward. 


IAB Note: The reader of this investigation should view the CD. The above description 
of the CD is intended to be as objective as possible, and give the reader an overview of 
what is depicted on the CD. Again, the CD is of very poor quality. Identification of 
individuals and their actions may be inconclusive and/or inaccurate. 
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Refer to the Miscellaneous Section of this report for further information about this CD. Exhibit 
J contains still frame photos of the incident from the CD; however, the photos are of extremely poor 
quality and are more difficult to view than the CD. A copy of the CD is included in this case as 
Exhibit H. 


IAB Note: Immediately following the deputies’ second interviews, they were showed the 
CD. Present during the viewing were both deputies, their representative Mitch Kander 
(of Green and Shinee), Sgt. Flamm (IAB) and Sgt. Berg (IAB). Neither deputy had a 
recollection of their actions as depicted on the CD. Both deputies stated they had no 
independent recollection of what was shown of the CD, and were surprised at what the 
CD displayed. 


Refer to the Homicide Book (Exhibit A, p. 49-57) for additional scene observations. Also, refer to 
Exhibits C-F for photographs of the scene, Exhibit H for the CD of the incident, and Exhibit J for 
still frame photos from the CD.

Departmental-issued service firearm; Beretta 92F, 9mm, serial MA YA 10 rounds 
of duty issue 9mm ammunition fired. Canfield carried his weapon with 15 rounds in the 
magazine and one in the chamber. Following the shooting, he had 5 rounds in his magazine, 
and one in the chamber. Deputy Canfield’s rounds were accounted for and located. Canfield 
was approximately 10-12 feet from the suspect’s vehicle when he fired (at both shooting 
positions he described). Refer to the Property Damage section for additional information. 
Also refer to the Crime Lab examination of Canfield’s weapon (Exhibit A, pages 134-135, 
lab receipt J585229). 


Deputy Callahan, Eric 

Departmental-issued service firearm; Beretta 92F, 9mm, serial Wa AA 1 round of 
duty issue 9mm ammunition fired. Callahan carried his weapon with 15 rounds in the 
magazine and one in the chamber. Following the shooting, he had 14 rounds in his magazine, 
and one in the chamber. Deputy Callahan’s round was accounted for and located. Callahan 
was approximately 25 feet from the suspect’s vehicle when he fired. Refer to the Property 
Damage section for additional information. Also refer to the Crime Lab examination of 
Callahan’s weapon (Exhibit A, pages 134-135, lab receipt J585230). 
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WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT: 


Suspect Perez used a wood plank from the top of a wooden pallet. The board was approximately 3 
feet long and an inch thick. Perez used the board to swing at the deputies in a threatening manner, 
and hit Deputy Callahan’s patrol car hood with the board. Perez also got into the driver’s seat of 
Deputy Canfield’s patrol car. Perez put the car into gear, causing the deputies to believe Perez would 
run them over as the patrol car lurched forward. Perez placed the car into reverse, and accelerated 
backward. The patrol vehicle contained a loaded shotgun. Perez crashed the vehicle into a parked 
delivery truck. After the rear of the patrol car hit the delivery truck, Perez again attempted to place 
the vehicle into gear. The deputies again believed Perez would drive at them with the vehicle. 


Refer to Exhibit A, p. 41-57 for a description of the crime scene and physical evidence, and pages 
126-135 for the Crime lab report. Refer to Exhibit E and F for photos of the board and patrol 
vehicle.

The suspect swung the stick and hit objects as he 
walked through the warehouse. The suspect grabbed a metal coffeepot from inside the warehouse, then 
jumped off of the loading dock and exited the warehouse. lost sight of the suspect for approximately 
2 minutes. 
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Harned himself with a broom that was inside the warehouse because he feared the suspect would 
ault him. As [aked out of the location to see the whereabouts of the suspect, he saw the deputies 
arrive. Ez pointed out the suspect to the patrol cars as they pulled into the location. The deputies arrived 


in two one-man units. 


‘The suspect approached the police car that had parked facing the warehouse. The suspect banged the piece 
of wood on the hood of the police car. The deputies exited their patrol cars and they began ordering the 
suspect to put the stick down. The suspect did not comply with the orders given by the deputies. saw 
that the deputies had pulled out their weapons and pointed them at the suspect while giving him verbal 
commands to drop his weapon.

On August 24, 2004, between 2130 and 2140 hours, ie, a nA

warehouse. At approximately 2300 hours, he saw a bald, male Hispanic with no shirt on, wearing 
shorts and holding a broken piece of wood, possibly from a pallet. He estimated the length of the 
wood to be approximately 3 feet long. The suspect was walking inside the warehouse waving the 


stick around. 
The suspect walked through the warehouse, and yelled, "Dogtown!" | approximately 50 feet 


away from the suspect at this time. w the suspect approach a group of approximately six other 
employees. Again, the suspect said, “Dogtown" or something else while he was uttering unintelligible 
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words and waving the stick around. Another employee by the name offi went to call the police. As 
Hs on the phone with the police, the suspect approached i The suspect looked as if he was going 


to hit wila away and stay approximately 5 feet away from the suspect to avoid being 
struck. 

aw the suspect pick up a metal coffeepot and throw it outside. The suspect walked out of the 
building and ost sight of the suspect. After the suspect exited the warehouse, valked to the 
open bay doors to see what the suspect was doing. w that the suspect was near the employees’ 


personal vehicles, pacing back and forth. 


HE. two one-man Sheriffs patrol cars arrive at the scene. The deputies exited their vehicles and 

pointed their weapons at the suspect. The deputies ordered the suspect to put his hands up. The suspect 
approached a deputy’s patrol car. One deputy was off to the side of the patrol car that was facing the 
warehouse. The suspect continued to approach the deputies, and the deputies continued to order him to 
drop the stick. The suspect struck the hood of the radio car while the deputies ordered him to drop the stick. 
As the deputies pointed their weapons at the suspect, the employees of the warehouse realized they 
were in the line of fire and moved inside the warehouse. 


The suspect walked toward the second police car as the deputies paralleled the suspect. The deputies 
continued to order the suspect to drop the stick. The suspect got into the driver's seat of the patrol car. One 
deputy was in front of the radio car and approximately 5 feet away from it, while the other deputy was on 
the driver's side toward the front of the vehicle. pelieved the patrol car was left running. eard 
the engine revving, and believed the suspect was pushing the gas pedal. Hw the suspect pull on the 
gear shift lever on the steering column. 


The patrol vehicle started to move, but vas unsure if it moved forward or backward. The vehicle 
then suddenly moved backward and the deputies fired. WB EN approximately five to six shots. The 
vehicle continued in reverse and struck a Boise delivery truck located on the east side of the property line. 


After the shooting, one of the deputies asked for the address of the warehouse, and immediately notified 
paramedics via Sheriffs radio. Approximately 2 minutes later paramedics arrived and treated the suspect. 


Witness Hi: also an ma. was in the center of the 


warehouse, and the center door of the warehouse was open for the| driver who was making a 
delivery. HE clieved the Mikiver arrived at approximately 2320 hours, and estimated it was 
approximately 10 minutes later that he saw a male with no shirt on walking around inside the 
warehouse. BE Sescrived this individual as a male Hispanic, bald, with tattoos. 


Initially, [thought this particular individual was with the driver, but noticed that he 
was walking around carrying a 3-foot stick, which was approximately a 4 inch thick. The suspect 
had the stick in his right hand and was pacing up and down. The suspect appeared to be looking for 
something by the bay door in the driver's truck. 


As the suspect paced between the doors numbered 5 and 10, all of which were open, EE saw 
the suspect walk into one of the trucks. E- the suspect had absolutely no business being 
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inside the trucks. The suspect came out of the truck and walked toward a group of employees, 
including in the center of the warehouse. 


HR ontinued working as the suspect passed by him. HB ear the suspect say something 
like, "Dog Pound" as the suspect passed. Mr. aw the word "Dog Town" tattooed on the 
suspect's back and realized that it was "Dog Town" and not "Dog Pound" that the suspect had 
muttered. ia] believed this to be a Los Angeles street gang but could not elaborate any further. 


HE. his on the telephone as the suspect walked toward the phone area. The 
suspect grabbed a coffeepot and swung it os he still held onto the stick. d another 
-i off and the suspect went to Door #1. The suspect flung the coffeepot outside 
toward the parking lot. The suspect then jumped off the dock and onto the parking lot outside. 


WM believed the suspect looked bug-eyed and spaced out. HE believed the suspect was 
going to hit one of the employees with the stick while inside the warehouse. 


HE ollowed the suspect as he walked out the door. HE. a police car arrive and noticed 
two uniformed deputy sheriffs exit the one police car near the glass entry door of the warehouse. The 
officers exited, drew their weapons, and told the suspect, "Drop the stick." 


The suspect paced in front of a patrol car and hit the hood of the police car with the stick. The deputies held 
the suspect at gunpoint as they continued their commands for him to drop the stick. The suspect walked 
toward the deputy who was positioned on the driver's side of the patrol car. There was a second deputy on 
the passenger’s side of the patrol car. 


The suspect entered the driver's side of the police car and placed the car into reverse. At that point, the 
deputies fired. One officer was positioned on each side of the police car near the front hood. ESS] 
believed that they were positioned at each corner of the front of the police car. 


y thought the suspect was going to run over the deputies; however, the car went in reverse as 
the deputies fired approximately five to six rounds at the suspect. The suspect crashed the police car into 
a truck, where it came to rest. 

believed the deputies fired two times as the patrol car was placed in gear by the suspect, an 
additional two times as the suspect was reversing, and two additional rounds were fired upon the crash. 
When the patrol car crashed, ought each deputy fired one round. 


Other patrol cars and paramedics arrived, and treated the suspect. 


On August 24, 2004, Witness T © aa the warehouse hl office supplies. He 


saw a male Hispanic walking inside the warehouse wearing Levi's and no shirt. ought that the 
suspect was possibly with the truck driver who had just arrived at the location. 


WB oticed the suspect carried a pallet board slat, which was approximately 3 feet long and an 
inch wide. The board was broken on one end. 
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The suspect waved the stick around and approached Zi The suspect stated, “Dog Town.” 
believed the suspect was referring to a gang named “Dog Town.” The suspect got within 15 feet oi 
and they made eye contact with each other. The suspect had the stick and continually struck warehouse 


items as he walked through the warehouse. 


Hib clieved the suspect was suspicious, andi: afraid. | w the suspect walk to the 
coffee room. as on the telephone calling the police. -cvei the suspect 
was going to hit} le he was on the telephone. joved away from the suspect. The suspect picked 
up a large coffeepot as if he were going to with it. The suspect had the stick in his right hand and 
the coffeepot, made of metal and glass, in his left hand. The suspect then threw the coffeepot outside. 


A few moments later the suspect exited the building via the open bay doors. ia himself 
with metal bars that are used for unloading and loading merchandise inside the business. 


Other employees exited the warehouse in order to locate the whereabouts of the suspect. Hi ccicea he 
should telephone the police, and he walked into the office in order to call the Sheriff's Department. 


A few moments later, IY heard approximately six to seven gunshots coming from outside. Py 
looked outside and saw numerous Sheriff's deputies arrive at the scene. A few moments later the 
paramedics arrived and treated the suspect. saw the suspect seated in the Sheriffs patrol car driver’s 
seat as the paramedics were treating him. The paramedics removed the suspect from the patrol car. 


Witness on of] was sorting boxes when he noticed a male with 
no shirt standing near the dumpster. He described this individual as a Hispanic male with a short style haircut 


and tattoos on his back. The individual was wearing no shirt and had long, baggy, blue shorts on. The 
suspect held onto a wall and looked around wil iced the headlights of what he believed to be 


a police car. 


ae] felt the suspect’s presence was odd and looked toward his other employees for some kind of 
reaction from them. All the other employees in the warehouse were looking at the suspect. 


The suspect came toward Mani heldastick upward. The suspect swung the stick and “mad-dogged” 
everyone. Hb clieved the suspect was running from the police and additionally believed that the 
suspect was going to strike one of the employees with the board that he held. 


The suspect walked toward a group of employees in the center of the warehouse. The suspect hit boxes 
and poles with the stick he was carrying. One DS Hi telephoned the police as the suspect 
approached him in an angry manner. The suspect swung the stick at Pacheco believed the 
suspect was going to hit| 


BR is the stick that the suspect was carrying as a 3-foot piece of wood approximately 2 inches 
cl 
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The suspect then grabbed a coffee pot with one hand while he held the stick in the other. i=l 
believed the suspect was “high” and recalled the suspect having bloodshot eyes M- described the 
suspect as looking like a gang member. 


B ecatied that Where confront the suspect; however, Mr Buree him not to, 
ll get him. 


stating that the police wil looked back at ho was on the telephone, and noticed that 

everyone had gone outside except for himself and one other employee who was in the restroom. 

then walked toward the front of the warehouse while listening for voices, as he was afraid to walk outside. 
heard a voice state, “What the fuck are you gonna do about it?” OS and saw a police 

car reversing, at which time he heard approximately five to seven shots. It was unclear te ho was 

shooting at the time, and he believed that the police were possibly being fired upon by the suspect. 


WI: the police car collide with a truck, which he described as hard impact. lieved the 
suspect was shooting at the police because the shots rang out when the vehicle reversed] ent outside 
in time to see additional police officers arrive. The police officers held their weapons pointed at the suspect, 
who was seated inside the crashed police car. 


O Q the deputies check for a pulse on the suspect. Paramedics arrived and treated the 
suspect. Mr. ai that he had never seen the suspect before and knew he was not an 


employee at the business. 


Witness HB tec that on August 24, 2004, he arrived at work at 2200 hours. Between 2330 
and 2340 hours, he went to the restroom located in the rear of the warehouse. While he was in the 
restroom, he heard what he believed to be five to six gunshots. HE clatec that it is common 
to hear loud banging noises inside the warehouse; however, he believed these to be gunshots. 


A few moments after hearing the gunshots, another employee banged on the bathroom door informing 
that he should come out of the bathroom. sic the restroom, walked to the 
front of the warehouse and exited the open bay doors. He saw that a male Hispanic was seated in 


a Los E: County Sheriff's patrol vehicle and that there were a lot of deputies in the vicinity. 


saw paramedics pull a person out of the patrol car and perform CPR on that person. 
ent back into the warehouse. 


Witnes: is employed with American Medical Response (AMR) as an Emergency Medical 
Technician ( On August 24, 2004, she was assigned with em 


[was dispatched by AMR Ambulance Company to a gunshot wound call via her computer. 
HERB recalled that she was dispatched to the area of Mercury Lane between Stealth and 
Paramount. B caled that she was on scene at 2342 hours and that she, along with her 
partner, stayed across the street awaiting approval from Sheriff's deputies to safely enter the 


location. 
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Once she and her partner arrived at the location, she saw the paramedics performing 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation on the patient, who was lying supine. 


OOO that the patient was unconscious and he was wearing no shirt, only one shoe and a pair of boxer 
shorts. Bh so noted blood on the patient's (suspect's) chest and on the ground around and beneath him. 


HE R in placing the patient on a backboard with a neck brace collar, and placed him onto a gurney. 
She assisted with loading the suspect in the back of the ambulance. Contact was made with Whittier 
Presbyterian Hospital through the paramedics, and the patient was ultimately pronounced dead by a doctor 
via telephone. 


Witness| is employed with American Medical Response (AMR) as an Emergency Medical 
Technician ( On August 24, 2004, he was assigned with or At 
approximately 2335 hours, he, and his partner, received a call for service at 8590 Mercury Lane, Pico 
Rivera. The call stated a person suffering from gunshot wounds was at the location. 


O N his partner responded to the location, he was advised by his dispatcher not to roll into the 
location since it was possibly a dangerous situation. Instead, dispatch advised they should wait for the all clear 
from the police before they enter the area. As he waited for the all clear, he saw numerous patrol cars pass 
him and respond to the location. 
Hc: drove to the scene, where he saw paramedics conducting CPR on a male Hispanic who apparently 
had suffered gunshot wounds. He and his partner placed the male Hispanic on a gumey and moved him to 


the rear of the ambulance. The paramedics were talking on the telephone with a doctor at a nearby hospital. 
Stewart heard the doctor tell the paramedics to pronounce the male Hispanic deceased at the scene.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attomey's 
Office has completed its review of the August 24, 2004, fatal shooting of David Perez by 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputies Eric Callahan and Richard Canfield. We have 
concluded that the deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and in the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Depar~ent submitted to this office by Detective Steve Lankford and Detective 
Rick Graves ov. . .:y 13, 2005. Tac District Attorney Command Center was notified of 
the shooting at approximately 11:53 p.m. on August 24, 2004. The District Attorney 
Response Team, comprised of Deputy District Attorney William Penzin and District 
Attorney Senior Investigator| nded to the scene. They were given a 
briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a “walk-through” of the 
scene. Departmentally compelled statements were considered as a part of the analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On August 24, 2004 at approximately 11:32 p.m., Deputies Eric Callahan and Richard 
Canfield arrived at 8590 Mercury Lane in the City of Pico Rivera in response to a “hit 
and run” broadcast. Both deputies were working in “one man” units and were looking for 
the suspect and suspect vehicle near Mercury Lane. 


Deputy Callahan approached a man holding a large object in his hand near a loading dock 
at the location. This man was later identified as David Perez. Deputy Callahan saw six 
to eight people standing in a semi-circle at the end of the loading dock.

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Perez was standing between this group and Deputy Callahan’s patrol vebicle. He was 
holding a wooden board. Deputy Callahan ordered Perez to drop the board, Perez yelled 
“Fuck you, fuck them, fuck this.” Deputy Callahan pointed his duty weapon at Perez and 
again ordered Perez to drop the board. Instead of dropping the board, Perez ran towards 
Deputy Callahan. r 


Deputy Canfield arrived in time to see Perez running towards Deputy Callahan. He 
stepped out of his vehicle and quickly moved to the passenger side of Deputy Callahan’s 
vehicle. Deputy Callahan aimed his weapon at Perez but decided not to fire due to the 
large number of bystanders. t 


Perez struck the hood of Deputy Callahan’s vehicle with the board. Once again, Deputy 
Callahan ordered Perez to drop the board. Perez yelled at the deputies. Deputy Callahan 
then attempted to pepper spray Perez but missed when Perez moved towards Deputy 
Canfield’s patrol vehicle. Callahan and Canfield continued ordering Perez to stop and 
drop the board. 


During the encounter, both deputies noted that Perez acted as if he was under the 
influence of PCP. He was not wearing a shirt. Moreover, he was sweating profusely and 
continually screaming at the deputies. 


Perez then jumpéd into Deputy Canfield’s car, put the vehicle in gear, and accelerated 
forward toward Deputy Canfield. Canfield was standing in front of his vehicle on the 
driver’s side. Fearful that the vehicle would strike him, Canfield fired his duty weapon 
three to four times at Perez as the patrol car drew closer. Simultaneously, Deputy 
Callahan moved towards the passenger side of the oncoming vehicle. 


Perez then stopped, placed the car in reverse and accelerate va“ wards, striking a parked ` 
truck. Perez revved the car’s engine as he reached for the gear snift a third time. 

Believing Perez was about to accelerate towards Deputy Canfield a second time, both 
deputies fired additional rounds at Perez stopping further movement of the vehicle. 

Deputy Callahan then initiated an emergency broadcast requesting assistance. 


Deputies Ozeta and Avila responded to the scene and observed Perez seated in the 
driver’s seat of the patrol vehicle. He was holding a wooden board in-his right hand and 
bleeding heavily from his chest. Paramedics pronounced Perez dead at the scene. 


Investigators interviewed several percipient witnesses. All of the witnesses, and the 
physical evidence recovered from the crime scene, corroborated the deputies’ version of 
events. 


Deputy Medical Examiner Irwin L. Golden, M.D., concluded that Perez died as a result 
of multiple gunshot wounds. Dr. Golden determined that Perez had sustained a total of 
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five gunshot wounds, four of which were to his chest. The toxicology report further 
revealed the presence of alcohol and cocaine in Perez’ system at the time of his death. 
It is unknown if one or both of the deputies fired the fatal rounds. 


CONCLUSION 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if 
it reasonably appears that the person claiming self-defense or defense of others actually 
and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death. People v Williams, (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. 


California Jury Instructions-Criminal 5.30 and 5.32. 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law 
does not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be 
justified in killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. 


People v Collins (1961) 189 Cal.App.2d. $75. 


The evidence gathered in this investigation shows that David Perez ignored the deputies’ 

repeated requests to drop the board and attempted to run over Deputy Canfield with the 

deputy’s patrol vehicle. Believing that Deputy Canfield would be killed or seriously 
‘injured both deputies fired their service weapons killing Perez. 


ve conclude that D.puty Canficid .ad Deputy «ilahan acted reasonably and lawfully in 


self-defense and the defense of others. We are therefore closing our file and will take no 
further action in this matter.
